Mr. Groavenor offered a committee 


amendment which was adopted making 
the rate on dates and currants 2 cento 
pur pound. 


Mr. DevriuB, Democrat ol California 


Haiti, as a representative of a fruit grow- 
ing district, ho favored the amendment. 


Mr. Groevenor then preaented the 


amendment about which there has beou 
BO much diecuHHion during the last days, 
firing April 1st as the date on which the 
bill shall KO into effect. The amend- 
ment in full ia as follows : 


Section 27— That ail articled men- 


tioned in tbe several amended echedules 
of this act which shall be imported into 
the Uuited'Statee between tbe first day 
of April, 1897, and the date of the pass- 
age of this act, and which were not pur- 
chased and directed by the owner to be 
shipped for importation into the United 
Sttitea by any citizen thereof prior to 
April 1, 1897, shall bear the earns duties 
to be charged upon similar articles in 
this act, and such duties are hereby 
made a hen on such articles wherever 
and in whatsoever hands found, except 
in the hands of persona holding them for 
final consumption and having no par- 
posu t<> eull or part with the aaino, or 
ituy part or prod net of the same, and ax- 
cti|)t at MO iu tliu hand a of poraouB shown 
to have obtained ttiuh articles witliout 
notice ot tlie provisions of the act; and 
any .person, not a final consumer or 
holder, hitviritf obtained, without notice, 
AH inltircHt in or pnsaeaBion of any 
s«.'ii urtlclu or articles HO subject to 
duty, except iifi n common carrier or 
warehouse mim, shall bo liable for the 
payment of suuh duties thereon, and the 
name may hu recovered with intereat.bnt 
without pun ill ty, in action or euit by the 
United Sttitea anainst such peraou or 
pereoiifl iu any dintriut or circuit court 
thereof, and nil peraoiiB liable under this 
act for eiH'.h duty or any part thereof in 
rcppect to any ehipment, cargo or lot ol 
any article or articled, may be joined in 
tho e«mo nction for recovery without re- 
gard to mutuality or nature of interest 
or defences, anil finch joint or several 
judgments or decrees may he rendered 
therein, ineluilinn the enforcement ol 
any Hiich lieu aa juBtict) aud «nuity may
